1961, -- In exercise of the powers conferred by clauses 
( a ) and ( b ) of section 31 of the Cantonments Act, 1924 ( 2 of 1924 ) , and in super 
session of the notification of Government of India Ministry of Defence S . R . O . 
No . 37 , dated the 30th January 1954 , the Central Government hereby makes the 
following rules , the same having bien previously published , as required by the 
said section , namely : 


RULES 


1 . Short title and commencement. - ( 1 ) These rules may be called the Dehra 
Dun Cantonment ( Division into Wards ) Rules, 1961. 

( 2 ) They shall come into force at once . 

2 . Division of Cantonment into Wards - For the purposes of holding elections 
to the Cantonment Board, the Dehra Dun Cantonment shall be dlvided into the 
following wards, namely :

3 . Boundaries of Wards. — The boundaries of each of the said wards shall be as

Ward No . 1 - Part of Garhi, purt of Nimboowala , part of Dandi, R . I. M .C ., Bungalow 

area , Mall Rond , Young Rord , 58 , G . T . C . (Lower Camp) , Military Daily Furm . 

The boundary of Ward No. I begins from Cantonment boundary pillar 
number 2 . which is situated on the richt hin : of the pind 11 Nadi, 120 North of 
the houndary and runs in North - Easterly direction to learfine by the Centre of 
the above Nadi and mcets the boundary pillar No . 3 , which is situated on the 
right bank of the Nadi about 35 West boundary at the junction of the Bindal 
Nadi and Anarwala Khalla . 

From the said boundary pillar number 3 the boundary runs North - Westerly 
direction and me - ts at the junction of thr New Cantonment Road and Shakespear 
Road . 

From therc the boundary runs in Wistarly chirection along with the 
Shakespear Road and meets at the junction of Recher Road and Shakespear Road , 

From there the boundarv runs in a South rly direction along with Recher 
Road and meets at the junction of Macpherson Road and Recher Road , 

From there the boundary luns in a Westerly direction along with the 
Macpherson Road and Birpur Road and meets at the bridge of Bijapur Canal 
situat d on Birpur Road . 

From the said bridge of Bijapur Canal on Birpur Road the boundary takes A 
turn to South -Westerly direction along with the Kaulagarh Branch Canal and 
meets the Cantonment boundary pillar No 136. which is situated at the North 
West Corner of the Kaulagarh tea - estate and 24 from the contre of the Canal, 

From there the boundary runs along with the Cantonment boundary through 
Cantonment boundary pillarg numbers 137, 137A , 138 , 139, 140, 141, 142, 143 , 144 , 
145 , 145A , 145B , 146 , 146A , 147 , 148 , 149 and 1 , and ineets the starting point of 
Cantonment boundary pillar No. 2 . 


Ward No. 11 - part of Dakra , 58, G . T.C . (Upper Camp) Circuit House Supply Depot. 

Th - boundary of this ward begins from Cantonment boundary pillar No. 3 . 
which is situated on the right bank of Bindal Nadi about 35 west of the boundary 
at the junction of Bindal Nadi, and Anarwala Khalla and runs in a North - Easterly 
direction to be defined by the centre of the Nadi and meets the Cantonment 
boundary pillar No. 4 , which is situated at the head of Anarwala Khalla . 

From thre the boundary runs North -Westerly direction along the Canton 
mont boundary , through Cantonment boundary pillars 4 to 26 . 

From Cantonment boundary pillar No . 26 , the boundary takes a turn to South 
and meets the Macdonald Road near Canal Chowki running Southerly direction 
along the road and meets the Binola Khalla at the back of Police Out Post 
Circuit House, thence in a Westerly direction and defined by Binola Khalla and 
meets at the Bijapur Canal towards Southerly direction along the Canal and 
mects at the bridge of the said Canal which is situated on the Northern side of 
Bungalow No. 227 belonging to Dr. Balbir Singh Civil Surgeon ( R tired ). 

Thence the boundary takes South - Easterly direction and meets the junction of 
Macpherson Roud and Raj Rishi Yodha Road in front of Cantonment Board Office . 

From there the boundary runs in a Easterly direction along with the Macpherson 
Road , B -cher Road and Shakespear Road and meets the starting point of boundary 
pillar No. 3 , 


Ward No. 111- - Military Hospital, M . T . Lines, part of Dakra , Military Dairy Farm 

(Birpur) . 

The boundary of this ward begins from the bridge over Bijapur Canal, which 
is situated the Northern side of Bungalow No. 227 belonging to Dr. Balbir Singh 
Civil Surgeon (Retired ) and runs North - Easterly direction and defined by Bijapur 
Canal and meets the Binola Khalla , runs towards North - Easterly direction and 
meets the Macdonald Road at the back of Police Out Post ( Circuit House ) . 

Thence the boundary runs in Northerly direction along the Macdonald Road 
and meets thc Cantonment boundary Pillar No. 26 from the boundary Pillar No. 26 
the boundary takes Westerly direction along with Cantonment boundary through 
Cantonment boundary pillar No. 26 to 35 . 
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From Cantonment_ boundary pillar No. 35 the boundary runs in a Southerly 
direction along with Ban Ganga Khalla and meets the Tons River near Birpur 
Dairy Farm Quarters and then the boundary takes a turn to Westerly direction 
along with right edge of the Tons River and meets the Canal bridge starting point 
atter crossing the Tons Iron Bridge of Birpur Road . 
Ward No. IV – Part of "Garhi, part of Nimboowala , 39 G . T .C . Boys Coy . Ghangora , 

F .R . I., I. M . A . and part of Kehrt Village : 

The boundary of this ward begins from Birpur Road at the point of crossing 
Binolla Khalla and runs in North -Westerly direction and meets at the bridge or 
Bijapur Canal, which is situated in front of Bungalow No. 227 belonging to 
Dr. Balbir Singh , Civil Surgeon (Retired ) . 

From there the boundary runs in a Westerly direction and meets at the Iron 
bridge of Tons Nadi over Ghangora Road , 

From there the boundary takes a turn in a North - Easterly direction along with 
the right bank of Tons Nadi and after crossing the Ban Ganga Khalla meets the 
existing Cantonment boundary Pillar No. 35 . 

From Cantonment boundary Pillar No. 35 the boundary runs in a North 
Westerly direction along the Cantonment boundary through Cantonment boundary 
pillars Nos . 35 to 93 . 

From there the boundary turns in a South -Westerly direction along the Canton . 
ment boundary through Cantonment boundary Pillars Nos. 93 to 129 . 

From there the boundary runs in South - Westerly direction and keeps running 
along with Cantonment boundary through Cantonment boundary pillars Nos . 129 
to 132 . 

From Cantonment boundary pillar No. 132 the boundary runs in a Southerly 
direction and as defined by the centre of Nullah meets to its junction with the 
Tons Nadi, 

From the junction of the said Nullah and Tons Nadi the boundary runs in a 
Southerly direction and meets the Cantonment boundary pillar No. 133 . 

From Cantonment boundary pillar No. 133, the boundary runs in a South 
Easterly direction along with Cantonment boundary through Cantonment boundary 
pillars Nos. 133 to 136 . 

From Cantonment boundary pillar No . 136 , the houndary runs in a North 
East - rly direction along with Kaulagarh branch Canal and mects the Birpur 
Road . 


From there the boundary takes a turn to Easterly direction along with Birpur 
Road and meets the starting point at Binola Khalla crossing of Birpur Road . 


Boundaries of F . R .I. 


The boundary of this ward begins from F .RI. boundary pillar No. 1 , which 


in a South - Easterly direction through F .R .I. boundary pillars Nos, 2 and 3 . 

From FRI. boundary pillar No 3 the boundary runs in a South -Westerly 
direction through F . R . I . boundary pillars numbers 3 to 7 , 

From FRI. boundary pillar No. 7 the boundary runs in i South -Easterly 
direction to F . R . I. pillar No. 8 . 

From ERI. boundary pillar No . 8 which is situated on the top of Southern 
Bank of Khalla the houndary runs in South -Easterly direction to meet I.M . A . 
boundary pillar No . 9 . 

From I. M . A . boundary pillar No . 9 the boundary takes a turn to North - Easterly 
direction along with F . R .I , boundury througlı F . R .I . boundary pillars Nos , 10 to 48 . 

From F . R .I. boundary pillar No. 48 the boundary runs in a Westerly direction 
through F .RI. boundary pillars numbers 48 to 64 . 

Thence the boundary takes North - Easterly direction and continued to be 
defined by the Northern side of Chakrata Road along F .RI. boundary through 
F . R . I. boundary pillars numbers 65 to 75 . 
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From there the boundary runs along F .R .I. boundary through F . R .I. boundary 
pillars Nos . 76 to 82 . 

From there the boundary turns in a North - Easterly direction and continued to 
be defined by F . R . I. boundary wall through F . R . I. boundary pillar s Nos. 83 to 101. 

From there the boundary takes Southerly direction and runs along the F . R . I. 
boundary pillars numbers 101 to 137 and mcets the starting point of F . R . I. boundary 
pillar No . 1 . 
Boundaries of I.M . A . 

The boundary of this ward begins from the F . R . I. boundary pillar No. 7 and 
runs in South - Westerly direction and meets to Cantonment boundary pillar 
No . 1B , which is situated at the Eastern side of Tons Nadi. 

From there the boundary runs in a South -Easterly direct ¡on along with 
Chakratu Road and meets the Cantonment boundary pillar No. 10 . 

From Cantonment boundary pillar No. 10 the boundary takes a turn to 
Westerly direction and meets the Cantonment boundary pillar No. 1D 

From there the boundary runs in a South - Easterly direction and continued to 
be defined by Chakrata Road and meets I. M . A . boundary pillar No. 7 . 

From the I. M . A . boundary pillar No. 7 , the boundary crossing the Chakrata 
Road runs in a South -Westerly direction to I. M . A . boundary pillar No. 6 . 

From I. M . A . pillar No . 6 , which is situated on th ” South side of Chakrata Road , 
the boundary runs alongwith the Rangharwala Katcha Road and I. M . A , wire 
fencing in a South Easterly direction to I. M . A . boundary pillar No . 8 . 

From I. M . A . boundary pillar No. 5 the boundary runs along the I. M . A . wire 
fencing in a South -Westerly direction to I. M . A , pillar No . 4 . 

From I. M .A . pillar No . 4 the boundary runs in a South Easterly direction along 
with the wire fencing to I. M . A . boundary Pillar No. 3 

From I.M .A . boundary pillar No. 3 , which is situated on th - North West right 
bank of Kaulagarh Canal branch , the boundary runs in North - Easterly direction 
and meets I. M . A . boundary pillars Nos . 2 and 1. 

From I. M . A . boundary pillar No . 1, the boundary crossing the Chakrata Road 
runs in North -Easterly direction to I. M . A . boundary pillar No. 72 , which is situated 
on the North side of Chakrata Road . 

From there the boundary runs in a Easterly direction along with the compound 
wall of I.M . A , through I. M . A . boundary pillars Nos. 72 to 66 . 

From there the boundary takes a turn in a North - Easterly direction along the 
boundary wall of I. M . A . through I.M . A . boundary pillars Nos , 66 to 63 . 

From boundary pillar No. 63 , which is common to both I. M . A . and F . R . I. the 
boundary runs in a North Westerly direction through F . R .I. boundary pillars 
Nos. 62 to 47. 

From there the boundary runs in a South -Westerly direction through F . R .I. 
boundary pillars Nos . 47 to 9 . 

From there the boundary takes a turn and runs in a North -Westerly direction 
and meets the starting point F . R . I. boundary pillar No. 7 . 


Ward No. 7 - Part of Prem Nagar Refugee Camp 1. 2 . Wings No . 3 , 6 , 7 Special 

and Rangharwala and Prem Nagar Bazar area . 

The boundary of this ward starts from the junction of Tygi Road and Chakrata 
Road (near U . P . Roadways Bus Stand ) and runs towards Southerly direction and 
meets the Katch tea estate road known as Smith Nagar Mohan Pur Road . 

From th - re the boundary runs Şouth - Easterly along with Cantonment boundary 
through Cantonment boundary pillars Nos. 1 - G , 8A and AB . which is situated at 
the junction of unmetalled road passing Nort -Fast of Mithi Bheri village and 
road beside which the Kaulagarh branch canal flows. 

From there the boundary turns to North - Easterly direction along the right side 
of the Canal along the Cantonment boundary and meets I. M . A , boundary pillar 
No. 3 . 
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From Cantonment boundary pillar No. 3 , which is situated on the North - West 
right bank of Kaulagarh branch Canal, the boundary runs in a North -Westerly 
direction and meets the Cantonment boundary ( I. M . A .) pillar No. 4 . 

From there the boundary takes North - Easterly direction and meets Cantonment 
boundary 1. M . A , pillar No. 5 . 

From there the boundary runs in a North -Westerly direction and meets Cant 
onment boundary I. M . A . pillar No . 6 . 

From there the boundary runs in a Northerly direction crossing the Chakrata 
and meets Cantonment boundary I. M . A . pillar No . 7 . 

From there the boundary takes a turn and runs Westerly direction along with 
the Chakrata Road and meets the starting point junction of Tygi Road and 
Chakrata Road . 


Ward No. VI - Part of Refugee Camp , Wing No . 1, 2 , 4 , 5 and General, 

The boundary of this ward starts from the junction o " Tygi Road and Chakrata 
Road near U . P . Roadways Bus Stand and runs towards Southerly direction and 
meets the Katcha road known as Smith Nagar Mohan Pur Road , 

From there the boundary takes a turn towards Westerly direction and meets 
the Cantonment boundary pillar No. 1 - E which is situated towards South of Smith 
Nagar . 

From ther ; the boundary runs Northerly direction along Cantonment boundary 
and meets the Cantonment boundary pillar No. 1 - D . 

From Cantonment boundary pillar No. 1 - D , the boundary takes a turn towards 
Easterly direction and meets the starting point i.e . junction of Tygi Road and 
Chakrata Road near U . P . Roadways Bus Stand,
